TH E laft ElcAion of the India Dit«c-; 
tors drew many unjuft attacks on my 
charafber \ and it is probable^ I may 
be cenfured by fome, for having fuffered 
fuch reports as were fpread. againft me du« 
ring the conteft to have remained fo, long 
unanfwered ; but knowing, that even the 
authors of them could not themfelv^s be- 
lieve them ; and confcious to myfelf, tha; 
every part of my condud, in the great {hare I 
had in the management of the Company's af* 
fairs, would bear the mod: rigid fbrutiny, and 
tl)e more known be the more approved ; I held 
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them in too much contempt to merit any aij?^ 
fwer. But as I find the unjuft attack on my 
charafter has been followed by an attack on 
my fortune, and infinuations thrown out to 
juftify thefe proceedings, very injurious to my 
honour, t reluftantly fubmit t?o vinflic^e my- 
felf, and muft rely upon the candour of the 
Proprietors, not to impute it to oftentatious 
vanity, if in fpeaking of myfelf I do aver, that 
I founded all o^y aftions in their fervige on 
hcjnourable motives. 

To ftate this clearly, I am obliged to gQ 
hmk tp i;hat pef iod when commerce was- iht 
Company's foie objeft. The firft principle on 
which the Company 'i fcttlemcnts were efta- 
idiQied, was imirdy.commfitcid. . The MogAit 
-government had, during the loftg ami M^fe ad- 
Tnaniftration of Aurengzebe, 4?ak€n fueh deep 
1-bot, that the many nacbns ^wfcich formed the 
^tsipire of Inckiftan i«rere fubjugaixid <» dh^Mo- 
;giil in varicfua forms ; fome <»f -them tribota^ 
Jlud hereditary, and others go^renaed by fil«- 
^bs, or Viceroys, tinder the immediaue ap- 
jpwntment trf .the Entpcrors. -.r,^ 

' . ^ . ..... ' . Socfh 
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JBuch ^a& the &Ue of the ethpire when the 
fenglifli fettled in India ; and, in the reign of 
JPurrqcIdeer, they obtained t)hirriiorids, or 
royal grants^ for eftahliihihg thetnfelves in 
Bengal, Madrafs, and Siirat, with privilege of 
trading duty-free; and a grarft of a certain 
diftrift of larid to fettle upon, and liberty to 
fortify arid govern themfelves by their own 
laws. But as the Englifh faw lio violence to ' 
be apprehehded from a people who had a juft 
idea of commerce^ and a government at that 
time well adminiftred, . they biiilt with very 
little view of defence, and carried on their 
trade free from oppreflion. 
/ The governors of the diftant provinces difco- 
Verihg-the weaknefs to which the power of the 
Emperor was reduced by the irivafion of Nadir 
Shah, were no longer reftrained by fear j f ach af* 
Himed andexericifed fovereign autiiority over his 

province, and looked on his government as an

heritage to his family* Scarce any more of the 
Annual (urns, befbre paid by thern to the Mo- 
gul, were fent to court -, and, to maintain 
tTiemfelves in their fovereignty, they levied 
forces far beyond what the ordinary rey^riues 
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would maintain : From hence oppreflTidns be-» 
came neceffary, and, in. their, turn,,, jhe EU* 
ropcans were opprcfled, r^ot onjy in their tradi^f 
but large funas extorted from thi^m by .vio- 
lence. Monf, Duplejbc, tjip Qpv^wor of Ponr 
dicherry, was the firft whp tcpk the alarm, an<l 
was the firft who difcp^fered^ ,the fuperiority of 
European difciplin^, anc^ fromr beijcje was led 
ii^to the idea of ^ 4cq^iring a territorial fove- 
reignty in^Ip^ia. ,_. ;^, : •. : 

It is probable, he at firl^ extended his views 
no farther than a diftrift roun4 Fondicherry, 
but when once engaged in the politics of the 
country, . his fucceffe^ fo far fijrp4flfed his ex- 
peftation^ and opened fuch a fcene of power 
to him. that he difdained the narrow limits he 

might ^t firft prefcribe to himfejf ; and no

doubt but they were, enlarged, not only to 
the conqueft of the Carnatic, but to the ex-* 
tirpation of all other Eurgpean nations, and 
even to the reduction of the, whole Mogul 
empire, and to ipake it , a dependant ftate on 
the crowa of France. , ' 
.^ The Englilh beheld his prOgrefs with afto- 
ftiftiment, butv^cre not^ rouzf d to aftion, till 
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they /found thcmfelves on the point of being 
fwallowed up by the French power. Forced 
to it, they with reluftance, in 1750, undertook 
the fupport of Mahomed Ally ^gainft Chunda 
Sahcb, under wjiofe name the French carried 
on their ambitious projeds. 

It is. not my intention to enter into a mi- 
nute detail of that long war, maintained on 
our fide againft a conftant fuperiority of num- 
bers, at the expence of t;he lives of many 
thoufands of br^e men,, and at the rifque of 
near a million fterling of the Company's pro- 
perty ; I (hall only obferve, that from out 
fuccefles, the Nabob's fituatibn was fo different 
at the end of the year 1753, from what it was 
in 1750, at which time the fingle city of 
Trichinopoly was the ^ only part of his do- 
minions- that remained unconquered by the 
French,' that in 1755 he had recovered, and 
was mafter of, almoft the whole Carnatic ; and 
at th^t timfe the French Tcfources Iccmed near- 
ly exhaufted. • ^ ' ^ 

The French Company, elated at the flie- 
ccfs which attended Monf. Dupleix in the com- 
fpcncement of the war, at firft faintly approved

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his meafures'j but the oppcifition of the fithe? 
European powers^ th6 unforefeen events of 
wkr, and; the deviating fo widely from dieif 
natural objeft of ' tohimerce, rendering thd 
event very uacertiih,- there was nothing coald 
fix their iaith in the i»efiitude of thofe wea^ 
fures, b»t fuccfe(|es thjt tniglit attettd them, 
and a happy peripi to «he wiar, which MonC 
t)upfc!« pntMcnifed them ' in €vefy letter.^ ' Butj^

The iii;ft of thefe ^uctes does not explain 
what the inquiries were I had refufed to an- 2 

fwer; I therefore do Hoi; clearly underftapd ~ 

■what the tendency of fuch inquiries were. If ' 
they had any relatfon to the pionics, received 
from the Nabob by the Company, tlie, treaties , 
entered into with the Kabob by th<^ Admirals 
Watfon and Pocock, tlie Prefidenf or Fore 
"William and tnyfetf, in cbrifequence of wliicK 
the Company receive^ near a million and an 
half fierling, will account' for that proportion 
to which the Company can lay any claim." This 
however does riot leem to Ik the mauei" af- 
luded to, but fbmething relpe^ing myjelf, 
or the fortune I acquired . in the' Compa- 
ny's fcrvice. It is well kiiown, that I was oqc 
in England at the time "the general, court "Was 
held relating to the diftribution of the Nabob's 
1 treafure.

I was appointed,' by the gentlemen of Fort St^

Admiral 'Watfon. On our arrival in the Gan- 
ges^ we fouhd the unhappy remains of a once

Vaft 
arrears were due to his numerous armyi who, 
taking ^vantage of the times, furrounded him, 
and ihfifted not only on the whole of the ar- 
rear^ due j&om his predecefibr as wett as him- 
fclf, but on an advance of pay. Thefe de- 
hiands amounting to many millions, it was

In this exigency he applied to us^ entertain-
